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Topical Arrangement 

The subject matter covered in JOURNAL 
articles for the year 1978 has been 
divided into eight major categories, with 
each, in turn, broken down into subordi- 
nate topics and subtopics. For reference 
purposes, each topic has been given a 
four-digit numerical designation, the ma- 
jor categories being numbered 0000, 1000, 
etc., up to 7000. For example, the cate- 
gory “Water Quality and Treatment” is 
numbered 4000. Under that heading will 
be found a chronological list of articles 
dealing with that subject in general 
terms. Articles chiefly concerned with a 
specific subdivision—such as 4100, 
“Quality Standards’’—are listed chrono- 
logically under the latter heading, where- 
as articles covering a particular aspect of 
quality standards—bacteriological analy- 
sis, for example—appear under the sub- 
heading 4120. (See introduction to Sub- 
ject Index for additional details). 
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Cross References 

Any topical arrangement is likely to 
contain a certain amount of overlapping. 
Articles on well pumps. for example, 
might logically be listed under “Wells” 
or “Pumps.” As an added convenience, a 
few “catch-all” sections have been 
included, such as 2100 on regulation and 
legislation, which overlap many topics 
and duplicate a large number of listings. 
These sections may prove useful in 
research on broad subjects that involve 
many different phases of water-utility 
management and operation. 


Alphabetical List of Subjects 

As an adjunct to the topical outline 
previously mentioned, an alphabetical 
list of subjects has been provided on pp. 
715-716. To keep the size of this list 
within practical limits, the key words 
have been restricted to less specific 


terminology (for instance, Bacteriology is 
present, but not Coliform), and some 
obvious synonyms have been omitted 
(Pipelines is included; Mains is not). 
The entries show topic section 
numbers rather than page numbers. The 
Subject Index (pp. 717-723) is arranged 
numerically by topic section. 


Geographical Index 

The Geographical Index (p. 724) lists 
the topic sections under which will be 
found articles dealing with particular 
cities, states, provinces, and foreign 
countries. 


Author Index 
An alphabetical index of authors, with 
subject codes and page numbers, will be 
found on pp. 725-726. 
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The right-hand entries are page and date. Articles have 
been listed in some instances under more than one topic 
number where the information in the article is concerned 
with several subjects. Where pertinent and feasible, articles 
are listed under the most specific breakdown code (e.g., 5810 
as opposed to the more general 5000 heading). Users of the 
index are advised to refer to the “Alphabetical List of 
Subjects” to aid them in accessing this section. 

An article equally applicable to two or three subjects will 
usually be found listed under each appropriate heading, but 
articles touching briefly on numerous subjects will most 
likely be listed only under the general headings. Thus an 
article on hydrants and meters would be listed under both 
“Valves and Hydrants” 5700 and “Meters and Services” 5900, 
but one dealing with services, meters, mains, pumps, and 
storage would probably appear only once, under “Distribu- 
tion System Operation” 5000. 

Page numbers preceded by the letter A refer to activities- 
section material. 
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Subscriptions to the JOURNAL 

1. Subscriptions to the JOURNAL may 
be sold to organizations or individuals 
who do not qualify for membership or 
who, by reason of location outside the 
area covered by organized Sections of 
the Association, could not obtain full 
membership benefits. Legitimate sub- 
scribers under this definition include: 

1.1 Public libraries and the libraries 
of educational institutions, regardless 
of location. 

1.2 Interested organizations and indi- 
viduals located outside the United 
States and its territories, Canada, and 
Mexico. 

1.3 Individuals or organizations 
within the United States and its terri- 
tories, Canada, or Mexico specifically 
disqualified by the Association’s Arti- 
cles of Incorporation and Bylaws or by 
action of the Board of Directors or its 
Executive Committee. 

2. Requests by individual or organi- 
zation members for subscriptions to the 
JOURNAL in addition to those paid for by 
their annual dues or fees may be grant- 
ed, provided that 

2.1 The member requesting the addi- 
tional subscription be reminded of the 
Association's policy not to sell subscrip- 
tions, within any territory of any local 
Section, to any individual or organiza- 


tion qualified for membership in the 
Association. 

2.2 In the case of individual mem- 
bers, the member be required to sign an 
application bearing a certification that 
the additional JOURNAL so provided will 
be for his own personal use and not for 
that of any individual or other organiza- 
tion qualified for membership in the 
Association. 

2.3 In the case of organization mem- 
bers, the official representative of the 
member requesting the additional sub- 
scription be required to sign an applica- 
tion bearing a certification that the 
JOURNAL so provided will be for the 
general use of the member organization 
—to be placed in its library or reading 
room—and not for the specific use of 
any individuals or other organizations 
themselves qualified for membership in 
the Association. 

2.4 The member requesting the addi- 
tional subscription shall pay for it at the 
“regular member subscription rate” pre- 
vailing at the time of his request.

Papers may be sent 
as contributions directly to the JOURNAL 
AWWA, 6666 W. Quincy Ave., Denver, 
Colo. 80235. Two or three copies of a 
double-spaced manuscript are prefer- 
red. Contributed papers are sent to 
members of the JOURNAL’s review com- 
mittee for evaluation before acceptance 
for publication. 

Association Meetings. Suggestions or 
outlines of papers for the AWWA An- 
nual Conference may be sent either to 
the secretary of the division in which 
the topic of the paper falls or to the 
chairman of the technical program com- 
mittee. 

Section Meetings. Members who 
wish to present a paper at a section 
meeting should send the paper or an 
abstract to the secretary of the section, 
who will then refer it to the appropriate 
program committee for consideration.
